recreational , vocational,  cultural,  social  and 
other  related  services  to  meet  community  needs 
thru  use  of  educational  and  other  facilities. 

It  is  the  responsibility  of  every  handi- 
capped citizen  to  communicate  the  unfulfilled 
service  needs  of  their  community  to  the  local 
Community  Education  Council  or  Task  Force.

It  is  therefore  imperative  that  you, 
as  an  individual  with  a handicap/disability, 
volunteer  to  be  a member  of  the  local  com- 
munity education  council.  You  should  make 
your  wishes  known  now  to  your  local  school 
district  and/or  local  I.U.  or  the  local 
recreation  council.  These  agencies  are 
taking  the  initiative  in  forming  such  coun- 
cils. If  you  are  a representative  of  an 
agency  such  as  health,  rehabilitation,  wel- 
fare, recreation,  or  education,  you  should 
also  become  involved  in  developing  a com- 
munity education  council  or  task  force. 

Through  these  Councils,  we  will  be  able 
to  identify  from  within  the  community,  exist- 
ing gaps  in  service  and  services  that  are  not 
now  available,  but  which  are  required  to  meet 
the  needs  of  the  handicapped  and  others.

HOLDS  FIRST  ANNUAL  MEETING:

The  fledgling  organization,  the  Confer- 
ence on  Handicapped  Individuals,  took  its 
first  steps  toward  maturity  on  December  10, 
as  the  Annual  Meeting  was  held.  This  general 
membership  meeting  featured  progress  reports 
on  the  organization's  "infancy".  The  terrible 
weather  conditions  did  not  deter  close  to  100 
people  from  attending  the  meeting,  held  at 
the  Sheraton  Hotel,  Harrisburg.  The  goals  of 
the  group,  mainly  developed  as  a result  of 
the  Governor's  Conf.  Handicapped  Individuals, 
were  discussed. 

Structure  of  the  organization  on  the  re- 
gional level  and  state  level  was  considered. 
By-Laws  were  briefly  reviewed.  It  was  stressed 
that  the  By-laws  were  prepared  by  persons  who 
were  instrumental  in  the  original  creation  of 
the  organization. 

The  new  organization  is  divided  into  the 
same  eight  regions  which  were  used  for  the 
Governor's  Conference.  Each  of  these  regions 
is  entitled  to  have  two  Directors  on  the  Board 
at  least  one  of  whom  must  be  disabled.

CHILDREN'S  TEAMS  PROVIDE  LOCAL  TIE 
TO  SPECIAL  EDUCATION:

A Statewide  Service  Plan  for  Preschool 
Handicapped  Children  is  being  developed  by 
several  state  agencies  in  Pennsylvania  which 
have  joined  together  during  the  past  several 
months  for  this  purpose.  This  plan,  funded 
by  a federal  implementation  grant  to  the  Pa. 
Dept,  of  Education,  will  be  assessing  current 
service  delivery  systems  and  proposing  ways 
to  ensure  the  availability  of  comprehensive 
programs  and  services  for  handicapped  child- 
ren below  school  age  in  the  most  efficient, 
cost-effective  manner. 

In  an  effort  to  make  the  best  use  of 
existing  resources  and  data,  volunteer  Child- 
ren's Teams  are  being  developed  to  study 
local  service  delivery  systems,  service  gaps 
and  areas  of  programmatic  overlap.  In  most 
cases,  these  teams  will  be  functioning  within 
intermediate  unit  boundaries  since  these 
agencies  are  already  responsible  for  the  edu- 
cation of  all  handicapped  school-age  children. 
It  is  expected  that  these  teams  will  develop 
ways  of  easing  the  transition  process  and 
avoiding  confusion  when  the  child  enters  the 
school  system. 

A state-level  counterpart  to  the  Local 
Children's  teams  --  Interdepartmental  Child- 
ren's Team,  has  been  established  to  study 
the  recommendations  of  the  local  level  and  to 
incorporate  the  local  input  into  the  state- 
wide plan. 

Since  the  project  is  scheduled  to  expire 
in  August  of  1979,  at  a time  when  plan  imple- 
mentation should  begin,  the  Commonwealth  Child 
Development  Committee  (CCDC)  will  meet  soon  to 
discuss  recommendations  for  the  continuation 
of  this  planning  effort  under  the  auspices  of 
the  Governor's  Office. 

Participation  in  the  Local  Children's 
Teams  is  totally  voluntary,  and  the  success  of 
the  team  depends  upon  the  commitment  of  its 
members.  The  plan  is  being  developed  now.

BELL  OF  PENNSYLVANIA  INCREASES  SERVICE 
TO  HANDICAPPED  CITIZENS 

Within  the  past  month,  Bell  of  Pennsyl- 
vania established  two  Handicapped  Service  Cen- 
ters designed  to  better  serve  the  special 
telephone  needs  of  the  handicapped. 

The  Centers  were  opened  in  Pittsburgh 
and  Harrisburg  on  December  4 and  5.  The  Cen- 
ters are  similar  to  one  located  in  Philadel- 
phia. 


The  Pittsburgh  Center,  located  on  the 
first  floor  of  Bell's  headquarters  at  201 
Stanwix  Street,  serves  all  customers  in  the 
412  code  area.  In  Harrisburg,  the  Center  is 
temporarily  located  on  the  tenth  floor  in 
Strawberry  Square.  Plans  to  move  the  center 
to  the  first  floor  early  this  year  are  under- 
way. 


The  Harrisburg  Center  serves  customers 
in  the  7 17  and  814  code  areas.  The  Philadel- 
phia Center  serves  subscribers  in  the  215 
numbering  plan  area. 

The  Company's  objectives  for  the  Cen- 
ters are: 

1.  To  improve  access  into  the  Company 
for  the  handicapped  and  thus  provide  better 
service. 


2.  Establish  relationships  with  handi- 
capped organizations  & agencies  to  further 
community  relations. 

3.  Communicate  directly  with  handi- 
capped customers,  relatives  or  professionals 
to  determine  the  types  of  telephone  service 
required  to  match  the  customers'  disability. 


The  Centers  plan  to  deal  with  all  types 
of  disabilities.  In  addition,  the  Centers  are 
equipped  with  teletypewri ters  to  communicate 
directly  with  the  deaf  population.  Many  items 
of  special  equipment  are  PA-PUC  tariff  items; 
their  respective  costs  are  regulated  by  the 
PUC.  Those  items  not  tariffed  are  provided  to 
customers  at  actual  cost.

ARCHITECTURAL  AND  TRANSPORTATION 
BARRIERS  COMPLIANCE  BOARD 
ROLE  ENLARGED 

The  new  provisions  in  the  Rehabilita- 
tion, Comprehensive  Service  and  Developmental 
Disabilities  Amendments  of  1978  (P.L.  95-602) 
were  passed  by  Congress  before  its  Oct.  14 
adjournment  and  signed  by  President  Carter 
on  November  6,  1978. 

Robert  Johnson,  A&TBCB  Executive  Direc- 
tor said  the  new  law  extends  the  life  of  the 
enforcement  agency  by  four  years,  through  Sep- 
tember, 1983,  and  expands  the  board  to  21  mem- 
bers, 11  public  and  10  federal. 

The  National  Advisory  Committee  on  Acces- 
sible Environment,  a 16-member  consumer  panel 
to  the  A&TBCB  for  the  past  two  years  is  abol- 
ished. 

The  board  must  determine  within  one  year 
the  cost  to  state  and  local  governments  of 
providing  handicapped  persons  full  access  to 
all  federally  funded  activities,  including 
Section  504  programs  under  the  Rehab.  Act  '73. 

The  Board  is  also  to  ensure  that  public 
conveyances,  including  rolling  stock,  are 
accessible  to  physically  handicapped  persons. 
Previously,  only  fixed  facilities  were  covered. 

The  board  is  to  establish  minimum  guide- 
lines and  requirements  for  standards  other 
federal  agencies  issue  under  the  Arch.  Barriers 
Act.  The  federal  minimum  standard  for  accessi- 
bility since  1969  has  been  the  Amer.  Nat’l 
Standard  Institute's  commonly  known  as  ANSI. 

The  ANSI  standards  are  being  revised  and  may 
or  may  not  be  adopted  by  A&TBCB  as  the  federal 
minimum. 

The  Executive  Director  may,  with  board 
approval,  bring  a civil  action  in  U.S.  District 
Court  to  enforce  the  board's  orders  and  inter- 
vene, appear  and  participate  as  a friend-of- 
the-court  in  U.S.  or  State  Court  in  Civil 
Action  related  to  Section  502  of  1973  Act  or 
the  1968  Archi tectural  Barriers  Act. 

For  the  first  time,  the  board  may  be  re- 
presented by  its  own  attorneys  in  Civil  Actions 
except  those  before  the  U.S.  Supreme  Court. 

H.  A.  Reitan,  former  Spec.  Assistant  to 
the  Commissioner  of  the  Rehabilitation  Service 
Administration  (RSA)  has  been  named  Compliance 
Director  of  the  Federal  A&TBCB. 
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IS  YOUR  RECREATION  PROGRAM  FOR  ME  ? 

Until  recently,  many  of  the  recreation 
and  leisure  activities  available  to  develop- 
mental ly  disabled  persons  have  been  provided 
by  special  interest  groups  such  as  the  Assn, 
for  Retarded  Citizens,  Easter  Seal,  UCP.  etc. 

In  most  instances  this  has  meant  that 
recreation  opportunities  have  been  limited 
and  often  provided  on  a segregated  basis  with 
little  opportunity  for  normal  social  integra- 
tion. 

To  address  the  problem  of  Community-based 
Recreation  services  for  devel opmentally  dis- 
abled persons  the  Recreation  and  Parks  Program 
of  the  Pennsylvania  State  University  has  en- 
tered into  a project  with  the  Office  of  Mental 
Retardation,  Pa.  Department  of  Public  Welfare, 
which  is  designed  to  provide  information  for 
community  recreation  personnel  as  to  how  to 
develop  and  implement  recreation  services  for 
developmental ly  disabled  persons. 

The  primary  goal  of  the  project  is  to  in- 
crease the  generic  recreation  services  avail- 
able to  devel opmentally  disabled  persons.
